Indian efforts are now focused on meeting the 
infiltration effort with measured force on the ground, 
while stimulating diplomatic pressure to dissuade 
the Pakistanis from continuing the paramilitary 
operation. Pakistan has disclaimed responsibility 
for the infiltrators and has rejected an Indian note
